Winnipeg, Feb. 26, °00. 
Cables received ai militia depart- 
ment this morning from Col. Otter 
announces the death of Capt. H. M. 
4rnold, of Winnipeg, and private, P. 
McCreary, of 74th battalion, New 
Brunswick, both of whom were wound- 
ed/in the Paardeberg engagement! of 
a week ago yesterday. Arnold died 
Friday and McCreary the day after the 
fight. Capt. Arnold was captain of 
A. company 90th Battalion, Winnipeg, 
and was one of the most popular and 
best known offivers in the militia. He 
WaS an enthusiastic | soldier. Capt. 
Arnold served through the Northwest 
rebellion with the 90th Rifles and was 
regerded by the militia authorities as 
one. of the most promising young offi- 
ecersiin the service. 

Ottawa, Feb. 25: A cable was re- 
teived at the militia department  to- 
day from Lieut. Col. Otter at Paarde- 
berg, dated Kimberley, 25th, stating

A despatch from Bird's River on 
the 18th, reports a drawn fight — be- 


tween Brabant’s Horse and the Boers 
at Dordrecht on Feb. 16th. The en- 
gagement lasted eight hours, until 
darkness set in. The British loss vas 
eight killed and four wounded. The 
302r casualties are unknown. The lat- 
ter had burned the grass around the 
position so that British uniforms show- 
ed up distinctly against the black 
background.

_ Lord Rosebery on the war, London, 
Feb. 15th: : { 

. The auspicious news of the morn- 
ing from South Africa,’ said Jord 
Rosebery, “led to the hope that there 
might he betier 
when iighting in our territory we have 


news to come, but 


been unable before to advance an inch, 
and iif another 50,000 men should be 
wanted for South: Africa, I do not. know 
where they would be got. It may be 
said that it is unwise to lay bare ‘the 
weakness of the country, but depend 
upon it, ether nations know our posi- 
tion’ as; well as, if net betten than sur- 
selves. 

“T would like to ask whether the 
fleat is to ba strengthened or mobiliz- 
ed. Tt is not a time when we «can 
leisurely discuss what we are to do a 
fortnight or a munth hence. The crisis 
is urgent. The danger is upon you, 
and you, at such a time, come to this 
House with preposals that in the month 
of May, if weather permits, you will 
put volunteers uncer canvass, and that 
then this island and Empire will be 
sale. a 

“The erisis in South Africa is ur- 
gent,” continued Lord Rosebery, “but 
we must not keep our eyes upom South 
Africa aione. Last December’ the 
zovernment made vigorous overtures

Diminish- 
ing rations had been served out daily 
al; eleven o’clock in the market square 
under the sheli fire of the enemy, 
whose guns opened on the square 
whenever the inhabitants assembled. 
Throughout the siege Cecil Rhodes 
provided the natives with work and 
food, and thus kept thems quiet. 

The miles of convoy bearing pro- 
the relief column of the 
town, slowly winding its way across 
the plain in the direction of Kimber- 
ley, was the gladdest sight which had 
grected the eyes ot the besieged for 
four months. j ¢ 

Gen. French’s march was so rapid 
and the heat so intense that many of 
his horse died of exhaustion. At the 
crossing of the Modder river, the Boers 
bolted leaving their tents, guns, oxen, 
wagons and large quantities of ammu- 
nition in the hands o7 the British. Mov- 
ing northward, the Boers again at- 
tempted to stem the advance; but(Gen. 
French turned their flank and reached 
his goal with insignificant Wosses—s¢ev- 
en men killed and thirty-five wounded 
during three days, from Wednesday; 
Feb. 14, to Friday, Feb. 16. After a 
night’s rest at Kimberley, General 
French’s column pursued the Boers to 
Drontveld, surrounded tie kopjes on 
which they -were posted and shelled 
them till nightfall, when the Boers 
fled, leaving many dead.
